Com- 
mis*ioner Henderson has returned from the Macon 
fair and already has brought to Atlanta the best of 
that large and interesting exhibit. Indeed nearly 
every article which illustrated Georgia’s resources 
at Macon is already in Atlanta fora place in the ex- 
position. Yesterday thecars were carried out to the 
grounds, and this morning they will be unloaded 
under the supervision of Commissioner Hender- 
Bon. 

The display will not be in judges’ hall, as was at 
firstintended. Itis thought thatample roomin a 
more convenient situation can be found in the upper 
story at the center of the main building. There the 
Georgia display will be made. 

In addition to the many interesting exhibits 
brought from Macon, the entire display of vegeta- 
ble and mineral specimens at the department of 
agriculture is being moved outto helpin what is 
going to be a complete and beautiful exhibit.

What the Papers Say 
Correspondence Cincinnati Gazette. 


The exposition has been open two weeks, and, 
although the attendance has been small, thereisa 
growing pridein it, and the lessons which it is 
designed to teach are having their effect upon pop- 
ular opinion. Every one who has seen it has 
been pleased with the outlook and amazed at its 
magnitude. 

The facts that the exposition was opened before 
any part‘of it was complete and that it is still in- 
complete, having been published all over the 
country account for the small attendance, but it is 
nevertheless discouraging, as the best month will 
have passed, and tne season for disagreeable 
weather will be here before the people can be in- 
duced to come in great numbers. This dis- 
couragement is having its effect upon the most en- 
thusiastic, and reflections upon an management, 
however unjustly, are made by exhibitors and citi- 
zens. It willbe xu great mssfortune if the success 
that was anticipated is not attained, as the benetif 
to the south would be incalculable, while a failure 
or even a partial success, will prove a drawback 
rather than a benefit. 

Capitalists and all persons looking for in- 
vestuentinthe south should not fail to come 
to Atlanta during the next two months. The 
undeveloped resources of the country will be 
shown to great advantage, and the information 
to be gained by a visit will enable those who wish 
to locate in this State particularly, to understand 
the possibilities of a country that is new and un- 
developed. 

This is, unquestionably, the country for cotton 
manufactories, and these arc needed in the south 
more than a:iything else. Aside from the expense 
of handling, compressing, sampling, insurance. 
freight, ete., allof which add to the cost of cotton 
at the north, statistics show that every bale of cot- 
ton costs northern spinners an avervge of S11 65 
while it costs the manufacturcr in the south §10 At. 
The average wages of operators in New 
England is $256 00 per annum, while at the 
south the wages aycrage $161 00; besides which 
the winters at the north are long and severe. 
while at the south the temperature is mild and 
equable, requiring less fuel, clothing, ete. There is 
no lack of Water power, even in the midst of the 
finest cotton regions and over the south. 

The displays made by the railroad companies will 
show in the mostintelligent and practical manner 
the other resources of this and adjoining states, as 
the agricultural products of the various sec- 
tions tributary to Atlanta, and those who visit 
the exposition with an eve to business will be well 
repaid, 

Whatever advancement in the introduction of 
manufactories and the development of the south 
may grow out of this enterprise will be worth all it 
costs. There is little doubtof the success of the ex- 
pesition in this respect, but the question whether 
the attendance will be such as to make it a finan- 
cial success is growing a little serious.

Ihave quitted the exposition and whether it is 
my verdancy ora reality, the south has never seen 
any such show, neither indeed this country, except 
atthe Philadelphia centennial, as that which is 
now in progress of preparation here. I say in pro- 
gress of preparation because there seems “more in- 
complete than already finished and every day adds 
some new contribution to this immense gathering 
of human industry, enterprise, genius, and hum- 
bug. The lattermust exist, of course, as it has done 
since the world was in religious, social and political 
evolution, most predominent. Imay safely venture 
the suggestion. however, that so faras I have seeen 
there is less of that thing here than is usually mani- 
fested. 

l regret to say, however, that the crowd is not in 
keeping with the exhibition. In fact it is alarm- 
ingly diminutive, but accounted for, properly per- 
haps, by the fact that the real crowd is waiting for 
the completion of the exhibition. The truth is. I 
suspect, that the managers themselves of this un- 
dertaking are astounded at the magnitude of its 
prospective proportions, and I am reliably informed 
that hundreds of applicants have been turned 
anny because it is impossible to accommodate 
them. 

The buildings are numerous and erected upon 
the ee which has most largely obtained in 
conducting such things. Rudely*but strongly con- 
structed, they present a grand and pleasing appear- 
ance to the outside observer, whose wonder and 
admiration is increased as he gradually winds his 
way from one point of attraction <o the other, each 
presenting some new and pleasant enjoyment. 

Started as a cotton exposition its increasing mul- 
titude of exhibitors has gradually destroved that 
distinctive characteristic, until now nearly every 
branch of industry has found a place in its build- 
ings. To the uninitiated, one visit only suffices to 
create surprises, and you leave the enchanted 
scene with no settled conviction as to specific mer- 
its, but with the bewildered feeling of inability to 
recollect all you saw. The hum of machinery, the 
crowd, the restless hammer of the mechanic, build- 
ing more room. and the gorgeous display invite a 
protracted stay to learn the real merit and magni- 
tude of the matter. ?

A Tribute of Reapect from Twiggs Lodge, No. 
F. A. M., October 15th, SSST. 

For several weeks insignas of perpetual mourning 
have characterized the jewels and filled the heartsof 
our lodge. While the fragrance of Glover’s memory 
is still fresh in the sorrow of his grief stricken 
brethren, they are called upon toreclothe their 
jewels and recharge their hearts into mourning, in 
honor of the life and sorrow of the death of our 
worthy, devoted and universallyzbeloved brother, 
Charles R. Faulk. And while we have much over 
which to mourn, we have vastly more to congratu- 
late an honorable pride and illustrate the beauties 
of our blessed fraternity, when we are reminded as 
we are by this meeting—by this very toom—by the 
implements of his office, and the value of his coun 
sel, his personal bearing and social worth, the flush 
is inadvertant, the sob irrevoressible, and the tear. 
of sorrow irresistable. But when we pause for a 
moment like a worn pilgrim and reflect, while we 
rest beneath the shadow of his life, upon the virtue 
of his manhood, the purity of his mofives, the hon- 
esty of his dealings, and the Christian dignity of his 
deportment, sobs are transformed into joy, and 
tears christalyzed into the gems of rejoicing. In re- 
viewing his life, I can but exclaim in my heart and 
suggest to his bereaved family and sorrowing 
brethren the appropriate comfort that the blessed 
Master gave to his disconsolate followers, let not 
your hearts be troubled, infmy Father's house are 
many mansions. 

Brother Faulk’s entire life, since my acquaintance 
with him, has been one grand, earnest of the un- 
numbered blessings reserved in heaven for him. 
Asa Christian, asa Mason, as a citizen of Twiggs 
county, and asa most intimate personal friend, I 
am justly proud of his life, and greatly rejoiced at 
the triumph of his death. We have nothing to 
mourn but his loss to us. His life was one great 
success. Whether we recount his private virtues or 
public service, we find that in all the relations of 
life, he has left the impress of his worth, and the 
value of his example. 
but we will forever embalm in the greatful hearts of 
his surviving brethren the goodness of that life. 
Brother Faulk is gonet but the lingering rays of his 
noonday, struggle athwart the lowering cloud that 
covers our lodge. His sun is set, butin his exit he 
withdraws the curtain that reveals jhe unnum- 
bered virtues that bespangle the canopy of his life— 
in our night of SOTTOW we are not 
left in darkness. Many a star, twinkling 
with joy, silently creeps about the  bat- 
tlements of the past to dissipate’ the 
gloom of the present. In our sorrow how great our 
joy, in our darkness how brilliant our light, in our 
loss how inestimable his gain. Brother Faulk was 
born of honorable parentage on the 2{th day of Jan 
uary, 1820,in Twiggs-eounty, Ga., educated at 
Franklin university, an institution alike distin- 
guished forits goodness and greatness. While in 
the vivacity of young manhood he wooed and won

ter of Judge W. L. Solomon. Brother Faulk was a 
leading agriculturalist wend successful in his voca: 
tion. On the Isth day of July, 1s64, he was made a 
Master Masonand a member of Twiggs lodge No. 
164, and ever lived a worthy and emulous Mason. 
He filled with credit to himself and gratification to 
his brethren important positions in his lodge, and 
died as the treasurerot the same. His health has 
been feebie for sometime. His last illness was 
short but severe, and on the 25d day of September, 
1881, departed this life, surrounded by weeping. 
relatives and sorrowing friends, Asa friend he was 
true, as a father, kind arfd indulgent, as a husband- 
loving and devoted, as a man, conscientious, char- 
itable, modest and honest. Heaven bless his wid 
ow, save his children, and glorify thyself.

That this preamble and resolutions 
be published in The Atlanta Constitution and the 
Christian Index. 

Resolved, 6. That the members of this lodge wear 
the usual badge of mourning for the space of 30 
days, and thata copy of this preamble and resolu- 
tions be furnished the family of deceased.

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DIRECTOR WIMAN’S DEFENCE. 


The Information Which Me Claims to Have Got for 
Mis Use as an Individual. 

ve New York Sun. 

“ Erastus Wiman, the direetor of the Wes- 
tern Union telegraph company who, with 
other officers of that company, is aceused by 
the Mutual Union telegraph company of ob- 
taining by the bribery of an employee docu- 
ments relating to the latter company, has ad- 
dressed to President Norvin Green of the 
Western Union a reply to the accusation. 

Mr. Wiman writes that having been in- 
terested for years in Canadian telegraph mat- 
ters, and knowing that the Mutual Union 
proposed building lines in the dominion un- 
<ler the name of the Canadian mutual tele- 
graph company, he came to the belief that 
they were to be constructed under a contract 
of such a nature if its provisions were fully 
known, the subscriptions necessary to build 
the lines would not be made. He writes that 
4“ person not connected with the Mutual 
union offered to procure for him a copy of 
the contract. He agreed to pay this person 
for the copy, to. be delivered at 
a certain time in order that Mr. Wiman could 
take it to Canada. The person could not 
-procure it in time, and Mr. Wiman wrote 
om to deliver it to General Thomas T. Eck- 
ert of the Western Union company,ask him to 
pay for it,and hold it until Mr. Wiman’s 
return. He claims that General Eckert acted 
ashisagentin receiving and payjng forthe 
copy and that the disbursement Bric on his 
account has since been refunded. 
“In receiving and paying for the pa- 
per,’ Mr. Wiman writes. “General Eckert 
merely did a friendly act for me in my absence 
and without any previous acquaintance with 
the matter. As for Mr. Bates, he was asked 
by the person mentioned toexamine the 
paper after it had been delivered to General 
Eckert in his presefce.’”’ Mr. Wiman says, 
in conclusion, that, so far ashe knows, no 
papers of the Mutual union have been in 
wssession of the Western Union, and that he 
believes himself fully entitled tothe docu- 
ment he has obtained. 

The contract, a copy of which is appended 
to the letter, was made on April 14, 1881, be- 
tween the Mutual Union telegraph company 
and John G. Mooreand Thomas C, Purdy, who 
are. the firm . of John QO, Moore 
«Xk Co, They agreed to connect 
the then existing lines of the com- 
pany between Boston, Massachusetts, and 
Washington, D. C., with Minneapolis, Minne- 
sota, San Francisco, Galveston, Texas, Mobile, 
Alabama. Pensacola, Florida, and Eastport, 
Maine, and the intermediate paints. The 
contract calls for a system of about 13,000 
miles of poles bearing four wires, to be com- 
pleted in 28 months, less such time as may be 
consumed by legal delays and inability to ob- 
tuin franchises, rights of way, etc, The con- 
tractors are to procure the right of way at 
their own expense, also the franchises 
and rights necessary for the building 
and operation of the lines, the same 
to be duly transferred or ase 
signed to the company. The con- 
tractors have the right to organize a corpora- 
tion or jpint stock association to carry out 
the contract, but action shall not impair the 
individual obligations of John G. Moore & 
€o., or their sureties, the Mutual Union tele- 
graph company. The contractors are to pro- 
vide and equip all the offices required, furnish 
the necessary and most approved operating 
instruments, patents, etc., and bear the ex- 
pense of all litigation that may arise in build- 
ing the lines and carry out the contract. 
They are to have the right to use all patents 
reqtired, and assume all existing con- 
tracts and negotiations of the company for 
the purchase of patents, aad are to pay in con- 
sideration therefor not more than $250,000. 
The contractors assume the interest on the 
<ompany’s bonds for three years from their 
date of issue, not exceeding $300,000 per an- 
num, and are toadvance all moneys necessary 
for the working expenses of the company for 
three years after its lines are open for busi- 
ness, and to be repaid such advances, with 
interest at 6 per cent, from the first earnings 
of the company. The company is 
to co-operate with the contractors, and 
they with the company, to. carry 
out the terms of the contract. ‘The company 
is to pay the contractors as full compensation 
for the fulfilment of the contract $14,000,000in 
the securities of the company—sl,500,000 in 
coupon bonds at six per cent. interest, and 
$0,500,000 in the capital stock of the company 
—the same to be accepted as cash and for their 
face value. The securities are to be placed 
with a trustee until sold by the contractors. 
The bond of the contractors is filed at 85,0v0,- 
400 in foursureties, and itis provided that any 
<lisputes between the company and the contrac- 
tors relative to the contract. shall be submitted 
to arbitration. 

Mr. Wiman said yesterday that the letter 
to President Green contained all he wished 
to say relative to tuc matter. General Eckert 
and Mr, Bates said that it explained fully 
their connection with the affair, and they 
had nothing to add. President Green said, 
in substance, that it was a° personal matter of 
Mr. Wiman’s, in which he and his company 
were not interested.

The Christiancy Divorce Sult. 

WASHINGTON, October %4.—The cross-ex- 
amination of Miss Mary Chamberlaine 
in the Christiancy divorce suit requir- 
ed two afternoon and evening, 
to complete her testimony yesterday. When 
a question was asked if she had not visited 
houses of ill repute, she rose from her chair 
trembling and with outstretched hand, point- 
ed at Judge Cuppy, who put the question. 
She answered 12 a dramatic manner, “No 
sir,’ and seemed insulted by being asked 
the question. The next scene, on her being 
confronted with the hackman, Dennis 
Bland, who drove Giro to the St. James, 
she said that it was difficult for 
her to tell one colored man from another. <A 
eoal-black negro was ushered into the room 
from a side door, and she was asked if that 
wus the man who drove the carriage to the 
hotel. She answered that it looked something 
like the man arose and faced him,scanned him 
<losely, and then hesitatingly said that she 
could not be positive about it. Proceeding 
with her testimony, she said that Mr. Good- 
man boarded in the same house with her, and 
she asked him to accompany her to. this'city 
for protection. She was taken back to her 
early life, and testified to various parties she 
had lived with, etc. 

When the real hackman, Dennis Bland, 
was brought into the room she looked the 
man over very fully, rising to her feet to get 
a complete view of him. She said that she 
«lid not think that she could recognize the 
hackman if he was presented to her. He was 
a colored man, she knew that much, but she 
could not well distinguish between colored 
men. Shesaid that he (Bland) looked like the 
man that drove her to the St. James hotel and 
thought that it might be the man, but 
she would not be certain of it.

The amount of clandestine correspondence 
tleat is carried on would astonish even the

When I re- 
ceived a letter? for her bearing a foreign post- 
mark, I wourd indorse it in one of the envel- 
opes and haye it postmarked at Cincinnati. 
By this means her friends were completely 
misled. Aftcr getting a divorce, for which 
she was then playing, she married- her corres- 
pondent and is now, doubtless, livinga happy, 
contented life. 

One young lady used to meet me every Fri- 
day evening at a certain street corner and re- 
ceive a letter from a forbidden correspondent, 
and at the same time would hand me a letter 
to be mailed to him. Her family were under 
the impression that they had her movements 
completely under a watchful eye. As the 
young lady was of age I did not consider it 
any part of my sworn duty to expose her.

A Child Abdueted. 
Special dispath to the Chicago Tribune. 
Detroit, October 24.—There is every reason 
to believe that little Robert King, a four year 
boy living with his parents on Sixth street, 
has been abducted. The child has been mis- 
sing since 6 o’clock Wednesday evening. A 


Mrs. Brady, who saw a woman carrying a 
child in her arms and going west on Porter 
strect from Seventh at that hour, is now posi- 
tive that it was Mr. King’s boy, al- 
though until his disappearance was re- 
ported she had not attached any importance 
to the circumstance. A daughter of John 
Tracy, of No, 159 Porter street, was on the op- 
posite side of the street to Mrs. Brady, and on 
the same side along which the woman passed 
with the child. Miss Tracy says that the wo- 
man was respectable in appearance, and wore 
a light lustre dress, and that a thick set man 
dressed in black followed closely behind. As 
they passed Miss Tracy the child cried out, 
“IT wantto go to daddy,” andthe woman 
tried to quiet him with the statement, ‘I 
will take you to your daddy right away, 
dear.’ The child fully answers the descrip- 
tion of Mr. King’s, while that she gives of 
the man and woman tallies exactly with that 
given by Mrs. Brady. Miss Tracy says the 
boy had astick of candy ih his hand as he 
was carried by. She knows the 
man by sight, having seen him pass her 
home frequently, but the appearance of the 
woman was wholly strange. A boy en- 
ployed in a butcher-shop on Sixth street seys 
that about the hour named he saw a thick- 
set man in black clothes going east on Porter 
street, and leading Mr. King’s: child.. The 
statements of these parties all correspond, and 
indicate that between 5:30 and 6 p. m., 
Wednesday little Robert, then playing 
in front of his father’s house, was 
approached by the man and _ persuaded to 
accompany him to some store east of Sixth 
street, on Porter, forthe purpose of getting 
some candy, having first created the idea of 
good faith in the minid of the child by giving 
some tolhis playmates. The man was joined 
by the woman shortly after, probably with- 
out entering any store, as promised, as none 
of the retailers thereabouts remember any 
such occurrence, and together ‘they returned 
westward hurriedly until out of the neighbor- 
hood and danger of immediate detec- 
tion, after which their movements are 
a matter of mere speculation. Mr, King is 
utterly unable to imagine a motive for the 
abduction, having no enemies that he knows, 
of, and no family troubles of any kin@hav- ¥ 
ing ever afflicted him. The theory has been 
suggested that the abductors imagined that 
they were stealing the child of Robert W. 
King, the crockery merchant, from whom a 
reward might. have been expected. Photo- 
graphs of the child are being struck off and 
will be circulated. The boy is four years and 
four months old, has hight hair and blue eyes, 
and at the time of his disappearance had on 
adark plaid dress, blue stockings and but- 
toned bvots.

W ashington’s Carriage. 

A correspondent in the New York Sun says: 
‘It may not be generally known that one of 
the citizens of this city is the owner of the 
carriage in which Washington made his tour 
of the southern states in 1791.

An Interesting Reminiscence of John Brown-—Twen- 
ty-Four Mormon Missionaries on Their Way 
to Europe in Search of Convertse—Busi- 
ness Men and Forged Signatures. 


St. souls Republican. 

Three interesting convicts passed through 
the union depot last night on their way to 
Jefferson City in charge of SheriffJohn Davis, 
of Wayne county, from which place they 
hailed. They constituted a striking group to 
look at, and for that reason a Republican re- 
porter boarded the train and sought out the 
sheriff, from whom he obtained a brief histo- 
ry of the crimes they had committed, ‘That 
prisoner,” said he, pointing to a young man 
who sat in a seat near the middle of the car, 
‘murdered his own child last May. It was 
supposed that he had committed the crime 
While laboring under temporary insanity, 
but counsel for the prisoner failed to make 
good that line of defense.’’ His name, 
as given by tlhe sheriff, was William Cum- 
mins, and his age was not over 35 years. He 
was being taken to Jefferson City to serve out 
a ten years’ sentence in the penitentiary, The 
second prisoner was a young man possessing a 
handsome face. He 
pleasure- 


faultless shape and a 
looked cheerful enough to be a 
traveler on ajunketing expedition rather than 
a candidate for the state prison. He was im- 
plicated in murdering a man by the name 
of George Macomb in Wayne county last May. 
and sentenced for a term of ten years. By 
his side sat the third, and by far the most in- 
teresting, prisoner of the group, a young girl 
not over 18 years old. She was well dressed, 
and wore asad, resigned expression upon her 
beautiful countenance, that aroused the pity 
of every passenger on the car, 

“What crime has this sad-looking creature 
committed?’ was asked of the sheriff, whose 
sympathy appeared to be equal to that of 
the other passengers. 

“The story of that young girl is very re- 
markable. A number of years ago she fell in 
love with the prisoner sitting by her side, and 
will, I think, eventually marry him after they 
both serve out their sentence. Their love for 
each ether i. so true that nothing but the 
death of one of them, I think, will ever pre- 
vent them from becoming united in marriage. 
When her lover, the prisoner Steigall, was 
arrested and on the charge of 
murder, she stoutly protested that he was in- 


committed 


nocent. She used every means to obtain for 
him his liberty; sat by his side during his 
trial, and stuck to him witha heroism which 
only a faithful woman can display in behalf 
Wf the ehoice of her heart.”’ 

“What is her crime?” 

“Her crime is not as great as that of her 
lover, but one which the state punishes almost 
as severely. After Steigall had been 
tenced, and after all legitimate resources had 
been exhausted, the girl then set about to se- 
cure their liberty by resorting to various 
schemes, some of which came near being suc- 
cessful. Onadark night last June, at a late 
hour, she purchased a number of knives, files 
aud other too's. Procuring a ladder she then 
stole silently to the rear of the jail, and pro- 
ceeded to carry out her plans. 
Climbing up the ladder to a window 
she dropped the tools into the jail and 
endeavored to beat a hasty retreat before be- 
ing discovered, She might have effected her 
escape had not the tools in strikiag the floor 
of the jail made a loud ringing noise. This 
aroused the guard, who intercepted her and 
prevented her escape. She was tried for the 
offense, found guilty, and sentenced to the 
penitentiary for a term of ten years. The 
judge, owing to her age and appearance, took 
compassion upon her, and reduced the time 
one-half. It is said that an effort will be 
made by the citizens of Wayne county to 
procure her pardon.”’

The following, a copy of a letter from 
Joseph C., G. Kennedy to Henry A. Wise, 
governor of the state of Virginia, is an inter- 
esting reminiscence of John Brown, and puts 
his character in a more favorable light than 
dhat in which it was viewed by Virginians at 
the time of the Harper's Ferry: raid. Mr. 
Kennedy, the writer, was then an oflicer 
under the national administration, being 
superintendent of the census and a democrat. 
it is creditable to him that he had the courage 
to-write sucha letter at a time of so much 
excitement, 

WASHINGTON, November 25, 1859.—My DEAR SIR: 
With afuil appreciation of the imputations which 
one is liable to incur ata time like this, in adopting 
the views or inculcating the sentiments which may 
be misinterpreted by passion or maleviolence, Il can- 
not refrain from expressing the hope that 
it may be deemed consistent with the execu- 
tive clemency to remit the extreme penalty in the 
case of John Brown. Years since 1 knew the man 
well; he resided in the country, and near the town 
of Meadville, Pa., where | was born and passed my 
early life. In my youthful trouting excursions | 
enjoye@his hospitality, and in common with the 
community at large, respected him for his energy 
aud integrity. He was a man of much benevolence, 
andof greatness and uprightness of character in 
every respect. 1 believe the man to have been un- 
duly impressed with the magnitude of the negro’s 
wrongs toan extent which unbalanced nis mind,and 
rendered him to some degree irresponsible for the 
crimes against the law which he has committed. In 
my opinion merey, on the ground of his mental in- 
firmity, which lam compelled to believe exists, will 
have a good effect upon the northern excitement, 
and tend to elevate your character as a wise and 
humane governor, who bases the security of his 
sjate upon higher principles than a demand for life 
because of any infringement of its severeignty and 
laws,

He was sure, however, that the rumor 
which put the amount of forgeries at $25,000 
was no better than a guess. It might require 
several days more to get at the exact facts, 
and until that was done the bank would not 
give any statement for publication. He did 
not know where John Stevens, Jr. was, but 
had heard that certain detectives professed 
an ability to put their hands on him when- 
ever he was wanted.
